(Petition represented sbout 51
families)

for a signal light at Tth and Trinity, (as recommended by the Traffic Engineer).

The City Mansger stated an investigation had been made by the Fire Prevention
Burean of this and of what other cities were doing, and e specific recommendation
would be forthcoming very soon, possibly next week.

MR.' 0. ASHLEY asked that some means be made to dispose of the Johnson Grasd
after it was cut down,
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Councilman Johnson offered the following resolution and moved its aéoption4

(RESOLUTION)

WHBEREAS, J. M. Odom is the Contractor for the erection of a building loc-
ated at 2008-10 Guadalupe Street and desires a portion of the sidewalk and
street space sbutting Lots 43 and 44, Outlot 22, Division D, in the City of
Austin, Travis County, Texas, during the erection of the building, such space
to be used in the work and for the storage of materials therefor; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OFVTHE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. THAT space for the uses hereinabove enumerated be granted to said
J. M. Odom, the boundary of which is deseribed as follows:

Street Working Space

Beginning at the southeast corner of the above de-
scribed property; thence in an easterly direction and at
right angles to the centerline offuadalupe Street to a
point 12 feet east of the west curb line; thence in a
northerly direction and parallel with the centerline of
Guadalupe Street approximately 1h0 feet to a point;
thence in a westerly direction and at right angles to
the centerline of Guadalupe Street to the northeast
corner of the above described property.

2. THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are. .granted to
the said J. M. 0dom, hereinafter termed "Contractor", upon the following
express terms and conditions:

(1). That the Contractor shall construet a 4-foot walkway within the
outer boundaries of the above describved working space, such walkway to be
protected on each side by a guard rail at least 4 feet high and substantially
braced snd anchored, and without wood strips or obstructions of any kind
along the pavement within the walkway, and at any time in the opinion of the
City officials it becomes necessary for any reason to install a board floor
within the walkway, The Contractor shall upon notice from the Building
Inspector immedistely place such a wood floor and substantdédlly support same to
prevent sagging under load.

(2). That the Contractor is permitted to construct in his working space
a substantial gate which shall be kepi closed at all times when not in use '
and st all times that such gate is open, the Contractor shall maintain a
person &t this gate to worn pedestrians and vehicles of approaching trucks.
This gate is not to open out so as to impede vehicular or.pédestrian traeffic.

(3). That no vehicles in loading or unloading material at the working
space shall park on any part of the street outside of the sllotted working
space.

(4). That "No Parking" signs shsll be placed on the sireet side of
the barricades.

(5). That the Contractor is permitted to construct s temporary work
office within such allotted working space provided szuch work office is not with-
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in 25 feet of any corner street intersection.

(6). That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
-other public utilities in the construction of such barricades.

(7). That provisioné shall be made for the normal flow of all storm water
in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any damage done due to
obstruction of any such storm water.

(8). That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any walk-
way, barricades or obstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness and
provide lighting system for all tunnels.

(9). That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose mater-
ials and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately &fter the nec-
essity for thelr existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased, such time to be
determined by the City Manager, and in any event %1l such sidewalk barricades,
materials, equlpment and cther obstructions shall be removed not later than March

1, 1953.

(10). That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and sll
the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or installation of addi-
tional barriers or safeguards if the conditioms demand it.

(11). That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclusive as against public needs and the City, in making such grant reserves
the right to enter and occupy any part or all of said space any time with its
public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(12). That any public utility, or public or private property, disturbed
or injured &s a result &f ahy of the activities necessary for the completion of
the construction work for sald building projects, whether done by the Contractor,
City forees, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired &f the Contractory
expehse.

(13). That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Amstin a surety bond
in the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00), which shall protect, indemmify
and hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims or demages to any person or
property that may accrue to or be brought by any person by reason of the exesrcise
or abuse of the privileges granted the Comtractor by the City of Austin and shall |
guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and all other public property
snd public utilities disturbed or removed during the construction work and shall
further guarantee the construction of s walkway and other safeguards during the
occupangy of the space.

a porticon of the unplatted portion of Highland Park West Subdivision in the
City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and hereby authorizes the said Raymond
Ramsey to construct, maintain, and operate a drive-in gasoline filling station
and to construct curbs, ramps and sidewalks in conJunction therewith, subject
to the same being constructed in compliance with all ordinences relating thereto
and further subject to the foregoing attached recommendstions and plans; and
the Building Inspector 1s hereby suthorized to issue an occupancy permit for
the operation of this filling station after full compliance with all the pro-
visions of this resolution, and sald permission shall be held to be granted
and accepted to all necessary, reasonable and proper, present and future
regulgtions and ordinances of the City of Austin, Texas, in the enforcement of
the proper police, Traffic and Fire regulations; and the right of revocation

. is retained, if, after hearing, it is found by the City Council that the said
Raymond Ramsey has failed and refused, and will continue to fail and refuse to
perform any such conditions, regulations, and ordinances.

"We, the undersigned have considered the application of Raymond Remsey,
for permission to construct, maintain and operate a drive-in gasoline filling
station and to construct commercial driveways in connection therewith upon the i
property located at the southeast corner of the intersection of Parkcrest
Drive and Hancock Drive which property fronts 82.12 feet on Parkerest Drive
and 108.11 feet on Hancock Drive and being known as a portion of the unplatted
portion of Highland Park West Subdivision in the City of Austin, Travis County,
TPexas, and the property upon which this filling station is to be located is
owned by Raymond Ramsey and we hereby advise that the following conditions exist)

"The property upon which this filling station is to be located is de-
signated as "C" Commercial Use District upon the zoning maps of the City of
Austin,

"There are no storm water drainage facilities in place adjacent to this
property. The storm sewer and surface Brainsge from  this fillingcstéfion is
to be disposed of in such & manner that such water and other surface drainsge
will not fiéw across the sidewalk area into the street. There &s a hole on
City property south of the above mentioned tract into which the storm sewer
may empty after the water has passed through the City's standard grease trap,
however, the property owner will have to secure the sasement for cressing
private property.

"We recommend that Raymond Remsey be granted permission to comnstruet,
maintain and operate said drive~in gasoline filling station and to construct
curbs, ramps and sidewalks in conjunction therewith, subject to the following
conditions:

(L). fThat a1l buildings and equipment shall be place d inside of the
property line, correct lines to be obtained before construction starts or
equipment is installed. Lines and gmades to be obtained from the Department
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of Public Works for entrances and drivewsys, building lines to be approved by
the City Building Inspector. That the applicant shall confer with the Depart-
ment of Public Works as to future grades of the sidewalks and gutters on the
adjacent streets before he starts any construction relative to the filling
station.

‘ (2) That only underground tanks shall be used and that all pumps shall
be so located that it will be impracticable to service motor vehieles therefrom
while s41id motor vehicles are standing on any part of a sidewalk, street or
alley.

(3) That the gasoline tanks, pumps, and all equipment used in conmection
with the storage and handling of gasoline shall be an approved type and shall
bear the label of Underwriters Laboratories, Inc., that all construction of
the filling station improvements shall be in accord with the Building Ordinance,
the Zoning Ordinance, the Filling Station Ordinance, and in accordance with
the ordinance prohibiting the disposal of commercial water or oils upon the
City Streets.

(1) That the gredes of the station shall be such that no waste water or
oils or any floor washings shall ever pass over the City sidewalk area and
that all of said oils and water shall be concentrated into a combined grease
and sigd trap which shall be constructed in sccordance with our standard plan
2-H-140. '

(5) That all filling station improvements, pump islands, driveways,
ramps, gutters, sidewalks and curbs shall be constructed of concrete at the
expense of the applicant as set forth upon the plan hereto attached, which
plan bears the Department of public Works file number 2.H-~1092.

(6) Expansion joints shall be constructed as shown upon the plan hereto
sttached morked 2-H-1092 and shall be of the pre-moulded type.

(7) Vhen the owner considers that he has complied with all the
requirements of the City of Austin for filling stations, he shall apply for
a final inspection and upon approval, the Bullding Inspector shall issue a
Certification of Operation before such filling station can be put into service.

DR. E. H. GIVENS came before the Council and asked for street lights, po-
lice service, and bus service in Cedar Valley, Eastfield and Mason Field: that
more park land be purchased; another swimming pool on asnother playground, and
that Olive Street School land be developed for a park, Councilmen Long moved
that the Olive Street Playground be cleared real soon and dev eloped for the
children in that ares. The motion, seconded by Councilmen White, carried by

DR. GIVENS further requested lights for the Junior lLeague Base Ball Field.
Discussion was held on lighting the variocus Junior League fields, and it was
stated the City had not been lighting them.

DR. GIVENS requested a study of the traffic at Airport Boulevard and 12th
where it is necessary to cross to get to the cemetery. The City Mansger stated
it would be necessary to detail a patrolman at the location when a funeral wes
being held; and that if the funeral homes would notify the Traffic Depsrtment
o’ the Police Department, a patrolman would be assigned. The City Manager stated
this would be the responsibility of the funeral home. Dr. Givens suggested that
since the cemetery is filling up that additionel lend adjoining it be purchased.
Councilman Long moved that a study of that problem be made and a recommendation
be made. The motion, seconded by Councilman White, carried by the following votd:

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DR. GIVENS asked for playground equipment on the school grounds in West
Austin and South Austin. He asked that slides or swings, or a little swimming
pool, or wading pool be installed. The City Manager stated he would have to
check with the Director of Reereation about these locations., Councilwan White
asked that he make a check and report back to the Council.

DR. GIVENS asked about the promotion of negro policemen to detectives. The
City Manager stated this was worked under Civil Serviee regulations, and no

differences were made with regard to the color line. DR, GIVENS introduced & school

teacher, Miss Smith, who asked for a light at Airport Boulevard and 12th Street
and for water, and bus service in Cedar Valley. DR. GIVENS stated the colored
golfers at the Municipal Gelf Course were unable to buy cold drinks; that the
facilities for refereshments were not availeble to them. The City Mansger stated
cold drinks and refreshments were availeble, andhad been all the time; that
drinkes could be purchased at the window provided, and the players could take the
to the lounge that had been provided. DR. GIVENS asked that something be done n]
about moving the incinerator; that street lights be placed on the corner of 1Tth
and Chestnut,

JUDGE DAVE PICKLE asked that no fee be placed on garbage collections, as hJ
was afraid people would try to dispose of thelr own garbage, and this would really
be detrimental to public health. He suggested studying about a few things that
could be done without instead of additional things that would call for extra
taxes,

~ . Councilman ILong suggested using an amsessment plan against the owners

for buying pipes and the city laying them in comnection with drainage in the
creeks. The Mayor stated it wes thought this could be worked im or & street
improvement plan.

Councilman Long pointed out two specific situations where property owners
were ahsent from the eity, and their property had growm up in weeds snd high
grass and had been a constant source of trouble. One tract of land is in the
vicinity of 1218 Bickler Road near Newning; theother is on West 29th close to
the railroad track. In the area near Newning, there is a creek in front of the
Hawkins and Pittsford Place vwhich needs to be cleaned out. The City Attorney ex-
plained that when conditions became a health menance the City could go in and
clean 1t up and levy an assessment against the owner to pay the costs; but it
wasn't practical in most cages. The Mayor asked the City Manager to go ahead in
this manner on these two particulsr cases and sée how it worked out. The City
Attorney warned ageinst destroying shrubs or plants in the cleaning up.

Councilman Long suggested that spraying equipment be purchased by the City
end rented out to property owmers to spray their ompemises. The City Manager
stated most people had their own sprays, but many of them wont use them.

The City Manager reported the 1nstallation of 50 street lights since the
first of the year in all sections of the city.
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Councilman White inguired sbout the date the hubtments on Barton Springs
Road would be torn down. The City Manager stated the tenants were given until
September lst to vacate.

Councilman White suggested that when the bridge on West lst is completed
that the City hold open-house at the new Power Plant. It was discussed and sug-
gested that open house be schedulelin the early fall.

Councilmen Long turned in a complaint by MR, H. E, SHEPPARD of a zoning vig
lation in his neighborhood. The City Manager stated this had been referred, but
at this time there was no report on it. (1203 West 35th Street vicinity)

The City Manager presented recommendations from MR, WIGINTON and MR, MAR-
SHALL that the Water and Light Opgfice and Tax Office close on Saturdays; as it
would eliminate sbout $200.00 a month overtime, and that service for Water and
Light bill paying was provided at Tuckers; and at this time of the year, in the
Tex Department, the business is very light. It was suggested that both depart-
ments cloge on July 5th for the holidays. Councilman Johnson moved that the
Water and Light Department be closed on Saturdays, and that signs be put up that
beginning August 2nd, the Tax Department would be closed on Saturdays untilfurthe
notice, The motion, seconded by Councilmen White, carried by the following vote
